2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims now 
recite the groove pitch which effectively limits the use of the medium to shorter wavelengths and 
diverges from the teachings of the prior art of record. Specifically, the teachings of the pitch by 
Bemeth et al and the teachings of the absorption maxima of the trimethine dyes recited in the 
claims at longer wavelengths by Hamer (460, 485 nm), Fisher et al. (-485 nm, figure 2) and 
Beilenson et al (-520 nm, figure 1 (IxII)). While these dyes will absorb at shorter wavelengths 
recited in the claims (ie. 390-420 nm) based upon the data in the record and the resultant media 
will be sensitive to these wavelengths, the data in the record suggests that one skilled in the art 
would not use them, but would rather use the monomethine analogs which would result in a 
much higher sensitivity.
